DETAILED ACTION 

Receipt of applicants' amendments and remarks submitted February 28, 2004 is acknowledged. 

The arguments that 6-membered ring compounds herein are not obvious over the 5- 
membered ring compound are convincing. Therefore the finality is herein withdrawn. However, 
in view of the full scope of the invention, following restriction requirements is necessary. 

Election/Restrictions 
1. Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which are not 
so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1.499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a 
single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I, claim(s) 1-6, 8, 17-21, 25-26 and 37 drawn to a method for treating non- 
dementia mental disorders, and the composition employed therein. 

Group II, claim(s) 1-5, 6, 8, 17, 18, 22, 23, 26 and 37 are drawn to an method for treating 
neurodegenerative disorders, and the composition employed therein. 

Group III, claims 1-5, 17, 18, 24, 26, 37 are drawn to an method for treating disorders 
other than those defined in groups I and II, and the composition employed therein. 



2. The inventions of Groups I - III represent separate and distinct methods. They differ with 
respect to host, method steps and final results. Particularly, they are directed to two distinct 
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groups of mental disorders which involve different etiology, symptoms. They therefore have 
different issues regarding patentability and enablement and represent patentable distinct subject 
matter, and lack a common core technical feature.
